Students pay to attend 
classes and professors are 
paid to teach classes. 
However, occasionally a pro¬ 
fessor teaches a class without 
receiving any pay. 

I f a student needs a class to 
fulfill a requirement and it’s 
not being offered, a professor 
can decide to teach the class 
for free. Usually these are 
low enrollment classes with 
only a few students and 
wouldn't be offered otheri 
wise. 

“It’s good that the univer¬ 
sity has professors so willing 
to give their free time,” said 
Juanel Votaw. executive sec¬ 


retary of academic affairs. 

However, finding these 
professors becomes as elu¬ 
sive as a search for the Holy 
Grai I. Most departments said 
they’ve had professors teach 
a class without pay in the 
past, but only one could be 
found this semester. 

Dr. Michael Williams, an 
English and German profes¬ 
sor at LSUS, is teaching an 
intermediate German class 
without pay. He’s been a 
professor at LSUS for 30 
years. He has a Ph.D in com¬ 
parative literature, which 
combines his love of litera¬ 
ture with his love of the 
German language. 

All of the German classes 
have low enrollment. 


Currently, the German 101 
class has about 13 students. 
The low enrollment means a 
student may have lo wail a 
few semesters for the next 
level class to be offered. 

“I want to help students 
get the courses they need. I 
do it to help them,” said 
Williams. “I feel like it’s 
time well spent. I don’t fee! 
right making a student wait 
semesters for a class to be 
offered.” 

Williams believes the 
small class size is good for 
both student and teacher. 

“I’m able to give the stu¬ 
dents individual attention. 
And I get to know them on a 
personal level, which I think 
is important,” Williams said. 


Williams’ students appre¬ 
ciate him spending his free 
time teaching them. Senior 
journalism major Aaron 
McKechnie said, “I think he 
sets a great example. It 
shows how much he cares 
about the students.” 

Although the small class 
means less papers to grade, it 
takes the same amount of 
preparation and teaching 
time as any other three-hour 
credit class. The only differ¬ 
ence ts that Williams doesn’t 
gel paid. However, that 
doesn't seem to concern 
Williams. “1 have a great 
love of the subject. I would¬ 
n’t be doing this if I didn’t 
love it,” Williams said. 
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Comedian Jamie Kennedy, the horror-movie- 
know-it-all-geek from Scream and Scream 2, has 
cancelled his stand-up comedy act planned for 
Nov. 12 in the U.C. theater. Kennedy’s movie 
schedule would not allow him to come. Student 
Activities plans to tiy and bring him in the 
Spring.

The college of business 
education is offering a 
new course in the spring 
called Bio-ethics, 

The course will contain 
various topics including: 
Autonomy - the right to 
be self governing of one’s 
medical and other person¬ 
al decisions; Genetics - 
dealing with issues such 
as should someone be 
told that they have a cer¬ 
tain gene that is predis¬ 
posed for a terminal ill¬ 
ness, or should they be left 
to live without knowing 
about it until the illness is 
physically manifested?; 
Euthanasia - should 
someone have the right to 


end his own life with help 
from another without it 
being a crime?; and 
Economic conflicts - how 
to allocate funds concern¬ 
ing the population? Do 
you spread the money 
evenly among the masses 
for disease prevention, 
awareness, etc., or focus 
the majority of the money 
towards a few people with 
serious illnesses? 

The course will be 
instructed by Rick Parker, 
assistant professor of 
business. Parker said that 
the students should 
become familiar with 
ethics issues that arise 
during the course of the 
provision of health care in 
the United States today. 
He also said that they 


should develop a theoreti¬ 
cal framework within 
which to analyze those 
issues. Parker feels that 
the students will enjoy the 
class, “It will be a fun 
class, but also a challeng¬ 
ing one,” said Parker. 
Parker said that he wants 
to attract the serious stu¬ 
dent who is really moti¬ 
vated to learn about these 
issues. 

The course will be list¬ 
ed as both as MADM 490

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SBDC reaches out to help local community

Ray Gardner keeps his 
eyes and ears open. That 
may be the reason why the 
savvy businessman’s auto 
and lawn repair shop is so 
successful. 

Gardner, the owner and 
operator of G-N-G Auto 
and Lawn Mower Repair 
Shop located in the 1000 
block of Pearl Drive, is 
one of nearly 70 students 
enrolled in a 19- week 
basic business education 
course. He heard about the 
class through a friend. The 
training is part of LSUS 1 
Small Business 

Development Center’s 
goal to increase small 
business start-up and con¬ 
tinued success. The course 
is in its fourth week. 

The cost is $70, The 
class is offered every year 
beginning in October and 
ending in March. This 
year the first nine weeks 
of the course are being 
held at Southern 
University Metro Center 
on Texas Avenue. The 
remaining sessions will be 
held at LSUS. 

“We have professors 
and people from the com¬ 
munity, banks, judicial 
system and so much 
more,” said Betty Butler, 
project coordinator of the 
SBDC, "Participants get a 
lot of information for 
$70.” 

"I'm taking those classes 
just hoping I'll learn 
something,” Gardner said. 
"One thing 1 didn’t know 
that I learned so far is I 
didn’t know you could go 
to the secretary of slate 


and register your business 
and go nationwide . Now 
if anyone uses my busi¬ 
ness name they’ll have to 
pay me for it.” 

The SBDC, tucked 
away on the first floor of 
the business and education 
building, is often unno¬ 
ticed. Many of the ser¬ 
vices such as one-on-one 
counseling, workshops 
and seminars, consultants 
and a resourceful library 
are free to anyone with a 
neat business idea. All one 
would have to do is make 
an appointment and then 
go sit down to talk with 
one of the counselors 
about developing a busi¬ 
ness plan. 

Another role of the 
SBDC is to reach out to 
minority communities 
around Shreveport to help 
more minorities like 
Gardner open and operate 
successful businesses. 
Gardner recently received 
a certificate from the 8(a) 
program, although he uses 
his own resources and 
business knowledge in 
running his business. 

"1 make goals for the 
things 1 want.” Gardner 
said. He found his niche in 
being the only black deal¬ 
er that specializes in cars 
and lawnmowers. "I hung 
in there. I’m still here. A 
lot of people gave me two 
months but its been five 
years,” 

The program helps eco¬ 
nomically and socially 
disadvantaged persons 
develop their business. In 
1996, 8(a) firms employed 
an estimated 158.648 peo¬ 
ple. In 1996, 98 compa¬ 
nies in Louisiana partici¬

The SBDC 
has more infor¬ 
mation about 
the 8(a) pro¬ 
gram and many 
other programs 
for people 
wanting to 
going into busi¬ 
ness. 

With 
Shreveport’s 
ever-expanding 
economy, small 
businesses are 
growing steadi¬ 
ly and owners 
are learning 
how to do busi¬ 
ness with the 
government and 
courts, said 
Director Peggy 
Connors. She said that 
small businesses employ 
the most people.
